Pig* 
China Seeks 
to End Long 
Isolation

JflNDON (AP) - Western au- 


thorities specializing in Commu- 
nist Chinese affairs say the Pe- 
king government is seeking to 
end its long self-imposed isola- 
tion and may even seek entry 
into the United Nations. 


If this appraisal is correct it 


would 
mark 
a 
far-reaching 


change in the diplomatic strate- 
gy and posture of Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung's regime, which 
for years has viewed the United 
Nations with contempt. 


Veteran diplomats today cited 


these pointers toward a more 
active Chinese role in world af- 
fairs: 


—Peking is preparing to set 


up a network of International 
air services, with a link to Par- 
is, and is thinking of buying a 
fleet of British or French jetlin- 
ers. 


—Prime Minister Chou En-lai 


is due to leave this month on a 
swing expected to take him 
through 
Zambia, 
Tanzania, 


South 
Yemen 
and 
possibly 


France. 


—The Chinese 
Communists 


are nearing agreement with 
Canada, Austria, Belgium and 
Italy for the establishment of 
full diplomatic ties. 


—China has warmly thanked 


those countries which have con- 
sistently backed its claims for 
representation in the United Na- 
tions and has virtually ceased 
denouncing the world body in its 
propaganda. 


—Peking has set out system- 


atically to mend its political 
fences in the West and the non- 
aligned world, seemingly to de- 
velop its own lines of communi- 
cation. 


Qualified diplomats in London 


report that in a previously un- 
publicized incident, Communist 
Chinese Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter I,o Kuei-po showed up unex- 
pectedly last June 12 at a Brit- 
ish reception in Peking honoring 
the birthday of Queen Elizabeth 
n. Lo asked Charge d'Affaires 
John Denson: "Why don't our 
two governments discuss the 
question of exchanging ambas- 
sadors?" 


In London, Chinese Charge 


d'Affaires Ma Chia-chun repeat- 
ed the question to Foreign Of- 
fice men. John Morgan, who 
heads the China desk at the For- 
eign Office, plans a visit to Pe- 
king to attend the October revo- 
lution celebrations. It is consid- 
ered certain he will discuss with 
Chinese officials the matter of 
swapping ambassadors.

MOSCOW (AP) - 
Luna 16, 


the Soviet moon probe launched 
Saturday, has gone into a circu- 
lar orbit around the moon, Tass 
announced today. 


The unmanned craft is cir- 


cling the moon 68 miles above 
the surface, the official Soviet 
news agency said. All systems 
are functioning normally and 
radio contact is being main- 
tained with the capsule, the an- 
nouncement added. 


Details on Luna 16's mission 


have not been revealed. Tass 
said Saturday only that it would 
"carry out exploration of th« 
moon and near-moon space." 


Today's brief announcement 


said one course correction was 
made Sunday to put the craft on 
the path for a lunar rendezvous. 


"According 
to 
telemetric 


data, the equipment aboard is 
functioning 
normally," 
Tass 


said. "The flight control center 
is processing the incoming in- 
formation." 


Ground controllers put the 


>efaft Into orbit today by firing 
braking rockets as it reached 
the vicinity of the moon. It was 
circling the moon every 119 min- 
utes. 


This is the first Soviet moon 


shot since July 1969, when Luna 
15 orbited 
the 
moon, 
then 


crashed into the lunar surface 
as U.S. astronauts were making 
their first manned moon landing 
in Apollo 11. 


The secrecy that surrounded 


the latest shot is standard; the 
Soviets announce their space ac- 
complishments after the fact to 
avoid having to admit failures.

local officials or the State Po- 
lice working with local officials. 


"Situations such as that at 


Earle are difficult enough to re- 
solve—even with long hours of 
sensitive and difficult negotia- 
tions—without burdening those 
on both sides of the difficulty 
with procedures recommended 
by persons not living In the com- 
munity and apparently not ac- 
quainted with the facts," the 
letter said. 


Rockefeller said in the letter 


that he would not "accommo- 
date requests which come from 
those not adequately informed."

American Angler's Association is making a diligent effort to 
furnish an official observer for the two days of tournament 
competition, therefore he will not have another fisherman in the 
same boat. Everyone fishing the individual event must furnish 
his own boat and a Bfe vest preserver for his observer. 


In the two man team event. Two contestants will be assigned 


to each boat. No two contestants from the same city will fish 
together.

Group Rejects 
Agnew Claim

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Rock 


music spokesmen reject both 
the tune and the lyrics of Vice 
President Spiro Agnew's claim 
that some songwriters and film- 
makers encourage drug use. 
They say he's too far out of it to 
dig the difference. 


In a speech to Republicans in 


Las Vegas, Nev., on Monday 
night, Agnew said American 
youths 
were 
being 
"brain- 


washed" into a "drug culture" 
by rock music, books, films and 
underground newspapers. He 
added that many rock songs 
present the use of drugs in 
"such an attractive light, that 
for the impressionable, turning 
on becomes the natural and 
even the approved thing to do." 


Some rock 'n' roll authorities 


said some of the song titles Ag- 
new referred to were either an- 
cient history to today's young 
people or not necessarily about 
drugs. Others said Agnew failed 
to distinguish between marijua- 
na and other drugs, an impor- 
tant distinction to the younger 
generation. 


Of the songs that do refer to 


drugs, "The history of popular 
music is a reflection of what 
people are already into," said 
Ben Fong-Torres, associate edi- 
tor of Rolling Stone, a rock 
magazine. 


Agnew quoted a line from a 


Beatles' 1967 song, "I get high 
with a little help from my 
friends." 


"It's a catchy tune, but until 


it was pointed out to me, I never 
realized that the 'friends' were 
assorted drugs," said Agnew. 


Allen 
Klein, 
president 
of 


ABKCO Industries, 
manage- 


ment firm for the Beatles, said, 
"I would like to know what he 
bases his assumption on." 


Another song Agnew men- 


tioned was "Eight Miles High," 
by the Byrds. 


Ed Tickner, the group's man- 


ager, said, "A lot of hullabaloo 
was raised over the song, but if 
you listen to the lyrics, you'll 
see the song is about the group's 
first trip to England as rock and 
roll stars. There isn't even any 
subtlety in that song advocating 
the use of drugs. Eight miles 
high refers to how high the air- 
plane flies. 


"Does 'Smoke Gets in Your 


Eyes' advocate the use of tobac- 
co? That's how silly it could 
get." 


Some complained that Agnew 


didn't 
recognize 
that 
rock 


groups have produced strong 
anti-hard drugs songs. Agnew 
mentioned Steppenwolf's "Don't 
Step on the Grass, Sam." This 
song asks the government not to 
outlaw marijuana, according to 
«W Uttey, president of R*b Fos- 
ter Ajiaciate*, th« group's per- 
fojMl management eompamy.

Swedish scientists have 
reported that mercury poisoning 
can produce birth defects and 
abortions. 


The effects of long-term, low- 


level exposure are unknown. 


The World Health Organiza- 


tion Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization suggest a general tol- 
erance level for mercury in 
most foods of 0.05 parts per mil- 
lion. The FDA says there is no 
real safe tolerance. Fish con- 
taining more than one-half part 
per million of mercury may 
be seized.

Mercury Found 
in Foods, 
Study Reveals

ROCHESTER, N.Y. ( A P ) - 


The poisonous metal mercury 
has been discovered in a wide 
variety of common foods in Can- 
ada, according to a new study 
by scientists at the University of 
Toronto. 


Prof. Robert E. Jervis. a nu- 


i-lear chemist who directed the 
study, said it is "quite likely" 
that a study of foods in the United 
States would be a 
potential 


health hazard. 


A spokesman for the U.S. 


K<*«fl and Drug Administration 
in 
Washington disputed this, 


however, saying he would ex- 
pert to find only "negligible" 
amounts of mercury in ordinary 
foods here. 


Jervi.s said bis study found 


significant levels of mercury in 
wheat, flour, while bread, long- 
lirain rice, skim milk powder, 
cheese, tea, beef 
hamburger, 


beef liver, pork liver, calf liver, 
fish and poultry. 


"We may be having an intake 


of mercury from regular food 
that may be as appreciable as 
from eating contaminated fish," 
he said. "We have heard a lot 
alxiut fish, but it may not be the 
most significant input." 


Hoth the United States and 


Canada, Jervis said in a tele- 
phone interview, should begin 
immediately to make an official 
check of common foods. 


The FDA spokesman said he 


was unaware of the Jervis re- 
port, but that such a check al- 
ready had been started. 


Comparable studies of fish by 


the Industrial laboratory at 
Kastman Kixiak Co. in Roches- 
ter indicate the Canchans "are 
on the right track," according 
to Dr Don H Anderson, labora- 
tory director. Kodak has been 
concerned about detection of 
mercury for more than 30 years 
because even extremely tiny 
amounts of it damage photo- 
graphic film. 


The Canadian study adds a 


new dimension to the mercury 
font animation storm in the Unit- 
ed States that be^an only last 
March with a Canadian an- 
nouncement of a fishing ban on 
l^ake St. Ciair because of mer- 
cury levels in fish of up to 8 
parts per miilsion. 


Since then, abnormal levels of 


mercury have been found in wa- 
ter, fish and game birds and has 
turned up in at least 33 states. 
Just Tuesday FDA officials in 
Washington said mercury is 
being used as a preservative in 
some cosmetics and should be 
replaced as quickly as possible 
with less toxic substances. 


The officials said only a rela- 


tive handful of products contain 
mercury and there have been no 
reported casts of mercury poi- 
soing linked to the cosmetics. 
However, 
symptoms 
mimic 


those of many other ailments 
and are hard to detect. 


Jervis said there is "no defi- 


nite knowledge" of how mercu- 
ry gets into the food chain, but 
the suspicion is that it comes 
from agricultural uses of mer- 
cury in fungicides and herbi- 
cides. Industrial users also add 
mercury to the environment.

Bank Holding 
Co. BUI 
Exempts Many

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate, ignoring charges it had 
yielded to an unprecedented lob- 
bying campaign, has approved 
an exemption-riddled bill regu- 
lating the sudden growth of 
one-bank holding companies. 


"This bill started out to regu- 


late one-bank holding compa- 
nies and ends up exempting 
most of them," declared Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., as 
the Senate approved the meas- 
ure 77-1 Wednesday night. 


Proxmire, who cast the lone 


negative vote, called the meas- 
ure a mockery and a major step 
backward. In 13 years in the 
Senate, he said, he had "never 
witnessed a more intense lob- 
bying campaign in behalf of 
special interests." 


The bill was sent to confer- 


ence with the House, which, 
passed a much tougher version 
earlier this year. 


Under both bills, holding com- 


panies that include one bank 
would be regulated for the first 
time under provisions of a 1956 
act that barred companies con- 
trolling two or more banks from 
branching into unrelated fields. 


One-bank holding companies 


were excluded then and again in 
1966 in a House passed bill be- 
cause Congress felt they posed 
no threat to the established poll- 
cy o! separating banking from 
other commercial enterprises.

Audit Hot to 
Affect College 
Funding 
CONWAY, Ark. (AP) - Wil- 


liam H. Osborne, director of re- 
search at State College of Ar- 
kansas, told the SCA Board of 
Trustees here Wednesday that 
the college would clear itself of 
the greater part of funds men- 
tioned in a recent audit by the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 


Osborne presented a six-page 


report .to the board and then 
answered questions from board 
members. 


The HEW audit said the col- 


lege could not properly account 
for $112,350 in federal grants, 
which the college received be- 
tween Nov. 1, 1966, and Aug. 
31, 1969. 


Osborne said the audit would 


not affect college funding. 


Osborne, who has helped write 


all the programs at SCA that 
involve federal funds, said after 
the meeting that he would con- 
test every item HEW questioned.

affairs, said the college ended 
the fiscal year June 30 with a

his choice of Purcell, Bumpers 
iaid. 


Bumpers, a Charleston law- 


yer, said he had researched the 
taw and staisfied himself that 
Purcell could assume the party 
chairmanship and continue to 
serve out his term as attorney 
general. 


There had been questions 


whether Purcell could serve in 
both capacities, since, as chair- 
man of the party, he would be 
a member of the state Election 
Commission and the state Con- 
stitution prohibits any state of- 
ficer from serving on a elective 
body. 


Bumpers said "several" oth- 


er persons had been considered 
for the chairmanship, but he 
declined to name them. 


Purcell finished third behind 


Bumpers in the Aug. 25 pref- 
erential primary for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor.

Army, 
faced

black-white conflict on many erf 
its bases, soon will make train- 
ing in better race relations as 
much a part of boot camp as 
drilling and shooting. 


The Continental Army Com- 


mand is putting the finishing 
touches on a five- or six-hour 
course aimed at teaching black 
and white soldiers how to live 
together The program may be- 
come a model for the other 
services. 


A similar course already has 


bten approved for aU officers 
and noncommissioned 
officers 


attending Army training schools 
and will be put into effect in a 
few weeks. The recruit course 
will begin by early next year. 


"The idea," said one officer, 


"is to grab the men as soon as 
they come into the Army and to 
let them know we have certain 
policies and programs that don't 
condone racial discrimination." 


A year ago Gen. William C. 


Westmoreland. Army chief of 
staff, ordered a get-tough pro- 
gram drawn up to deal with se- 
riously increasing racial unrest 
in the ranks. 


Racial problems have affect- 


ed all the services and the mili- 
tary contends it is a reflection 
of society in general. 


However, the problem be- 


came particularly serious in re- 
cent weeks among Army troops 
stationed 
in 
West Germany 


where there were several clash- 
es between the races. In one in- 
cident, described as a near-riot, 
25 men were hurt and several 
arrested. 


This week the Pentagon sent a 


special team of military and ci- 
vilian officials to bok into racial 
problems at Navy, Army and 
Air Force installations through- 
out Europe. 


During its visit Monday to an 


Air Force base in England, 
Frank W. Render, deputy assist- 
ant secretary of defense for civ- 
il rights, disclosed the Pentagon 
is considering a mandatory edu- 
cational program in race rela- 
tions for all the armed forces. 


Meanwhile, the Army is going 


ahead with its own program. 
The new course features televi- 
sion tapes showing verbal con- 
frontations between blacks and 
whites. The tapes, explained one 
official, try to make clear the 
reasons behind racial prejudices 
carried into the Army by black 
and white soldiers. 


An Army spokesman said the 


course is aimed at reaching

lem. 


"We have no illusions," he 


said "of raching the hard-core 
militants on both sides."
